British Oolumbia has six memVeiro 
in the House of Oommons' at Ottawa. 
Each of theso mombors is supposed to 
represent the popular voice in the 
district be represents and to- play his 
part in watching over and protecting 
the interests of the Province a^, a 
wl^ole.. . ytitix six members on the floor 
of the House of Commpns British Col- 
umbia ought to be aliie to state her 
wants and make her influence 
fdl^ by the Government 6f the day. 
That sho has not yet done bo is attri- 
butable to the refusal of the 
Xiocal Government to consult witb 
thorn ns to Federal matters or to re- 
pose the Bligbto3t eoufidonco in tbciu 
upon juatters of tbe fjiiuplost detail. 
The effect is tbe most natural in tbe 
"world. The members may bo said to 
go into tbe House much as tbe blind- 
folded person engages in a game of 
bliudmau's bull". Uninsti'uctod as to 
the poHcy of the Columbia Govern- 
ment tbeir eflbrts are always desultorj' 
and seldom satisfactory. Each mem- 
ber may bo said to act on bis own ro- 
Bponsibility, and to consider bis duty 
discharged if bo tries to ndvauco bis 
own district — leaving tbe national life 
to preserve itself if it can. "When 
Nova Scotia sought her rights at Ot- 
tawa bow did she obtain tbcm ? By 
instructing bor delegates in the Com- 
mons as a client instructs bis lawyer. 
They wore not left to gropo in tbe dark 
as to the wishes of the Province. The 
House passed resolutions stating the 
just demands of tbe Province and the 
Provincial Gonornmeut were required 
to send them to the members at Otta 
•wa for presentation to tbe Ottawa Gov- 
ernment. In due course tbe demands 
came before the House, and ultimate- 
ly were conceded. That was Nova 
Scotia's battle for Better Terms. Brit- 
ish Columbia's fight is for Worse 
Terms; that is, she is Tvilling 
to accept tenns immeasurably 
inferior to those oonceded, pressed 
npoa berby Canada when framing tbe 
origixUil oompaot; "bni she is not will- 
ing to surf ender the chief advantoge 
that Bbflf^^as piomiaed trith Union, 
vixrthe Bailw^y. We nxf loth to be- 
lieTe that the Dotoiiiid^ ''Qpyemment, 
aim to ahandon entirety or poBtpone 
fndefiiaiiely the commencement of 
BMlifrajr construction in this Province. 
The situation, howevei^,' :;is Alarming, 
and every available means should be 
em^plbyed to have our requirements 
understood and stated intelligently on 
tbe lloor of the Ottawa House. To at- 
tain thin the Ottawa members should 
1)0 taken fully into the confidenco of 
tlie Local Government and House. 
Can there be any valid objection urg- 
ed to tins proposition ? The Com- 
iiionera are our constitutional repro- 
fcutatives. Whether thi.'V be jjerson- 
ally inimical to members of the Local 
Ciovernmont or not, tliey are deemed 
worthy to represent their con.stituents, 
and no one, bo bo high or low, has a 
right to place obstacles in the way of 
tbeir being made useful to tbe Pro- 
vince. What wo have said of Com- 
moners will apply, with almost as 
much force, to Senators who, altlKjugb 
not popular representatives, are influ- 
ential, and might aid, L>y united eflbrt, 
in bringing about a solution of our 
present difficulties. Having watched 
cloHoly the stirring events of t he last 
(eighteen months we feel certain that 
tlH> niainsi.iriiig of all our dilUcultu's 
will L-o found to lie in the refusal of 
tbe Local Crovernmont to avail tlicm- 
selves of the advice and assistnnct^ 
which tbe Constitution of tbe country 
has phiced within tbfiir roacdi. Why 
jiot in the future lot the Ottawa nu-m- 
lii rs share the responsibility and drud- 
;n'i-Y of diplomacy? They are our de- 
i(-:ateH, paid by Cauada. WJiy not 
utilize tbcin ? Why not, indeed V

English Mail.

A correspondent of the 'Daily 
News' suggests that much of the prev- 
alent insanity and Buicide in Loudon 
ore due to the nervous worry and ox- 
liauslion caused by preventable noises, 
among which railway whistles stand 
pre-eminent. 

The Rev. David Thomas, the most 
oniiuont Nonconformist minister in 
Bristol, died ou the 9th ult., in his 
study. Mr. Thomas, who was fami- 
liarly kuowu ns the Noncouforraist 
Bishop of Bristol, has officiated forty 
years in that city. 

Great 'town and gown' riots havo 
occurred this month at Cambridge. 
Seven undergraduates were locked up 
and the police successfully resisted an 
attempt at rescue by their fellow stu- 
dents. 

It is expected that tho now street 
which is to connect Charing Cross 
with tho Victoria I'jiuhankinent will be 
opened to tratiic shortly after Christ- 
mas. The Metiopolitau Board of Works 
have received numerous applications 
from persons who are anxious to build 
on tho land. 

A breecliloading cannon has been 
recently constructed by a French com- 
pany for the Chinese Goverumeul, 
having a calibre of nine inches, with 
a weight of twenty-five tons, and 
throwing a 3301b. projectile a distance 
of over 7,000 yards, and the same limi 
has enteretl into a contract for the 
Huyply of several moro pieces of the 
same size. 

The "claimant" in a letter to Mr. 
Onslow requests him to tell his wife 
he is unable to write to hor, as ho 
finda ho will have to address hor as 
"Mrs. Castro," and he will never live 
to do her and his dear children so 
great a wrong. Dr. Kenealy has re- 
ceived freia Sir Se' wyn-Ibbutson, Un- 
der Secretary of Stuto for tho Home 
Department, permission to have an 
interview of two hours duration with 
thacoiXTict.Arthur Orton. A like per- 
mission htis been refused to the con- 
vict's child aud to Mr. Onslow. 

It is understood that Sir Bartle 
Frere is about to be rewarded for bin 
services by having a peerage confei- 
red upon hira. 

An action bronght by Mr. Handel 
CosshfiiD, a coal-owner at Bristol, nnd 
a noted Itadical politician, against the 
'Bristol Times,' for accusing him of 
"commercial immorality," after four 
days' trial has ended iu a verdict for 
defendant. Sir Heuiy James conduct- 
ed the defence. 

The Philadelphia correspondent of 
the "Times" writes:- -"The Fishery 
Commission between thoUuitod States 
and Canada, it is thought, will not bo- 
gin its labours until next Spring. Mr. 
John H. Clifford, of Massachusetts, 
will probably be the American Com- 
misaioner.- Various extravagant sums 
have been named as the probable 
oompeiuwtion wbiflh trill be demand- 
ed of the United States for the fishery 
privilege, but this Government will 
be loth to pay more than one million 
dollars — the sum offered some time 
ago, but withdrawn when tho princi- 
ple of arbitration was agreed upon." 

Oolpoel Valentine Baker has writ- 
ten to General Kauffinan, who com- 
manded the Russian expeditionary 
force in Central .^sia, asking pormis- 
aiou to join tho Cavalry Brigade in a 
position of command. Colonel Baker 
proposes to become naturalised as a 
Russian subject iu the event of suita- 
ble employment being found for him.

invitation of the British Horologicnl 
Institute about two hundred persons 
assembled at Westminster Palace, for 
the purpose of inspecting "Big Belj," 
and of heariog an address from Sir 
Edmond Bccket, tho President, who 
is tho doaigiior of tho clock. After 
ascending three hundred steps, tho 
visitors were ushered into the clock- 
room, .where Sir Edward delivered an 
address, which was principally of a 
technical nature nnd of interest only 
to those engaged in tlio stu(;ly of horo- 
logy. Ho explained that tho four 
dials each measured twenty-two feet 
six inches in diameter, and that coa- 
sequoutly the long hand of each wos 
half that length, whilst tho area of 
each dial wan i'our hundred square 
feet. After mentioning tho sizes of 
the various bells and hammer which 
chime the quarters and strike 
tho hours, and tho mechanism neces- 
sary for tlioir proper action, tho lecturer 
st.iled that it was live hours' work to 
wind up tho striking parts, tlo also men- 
tioned that some time ago a rumor had 
been circulated that the clock was moved 
by direct communioatioa with Green- 
wich; this, however, was erroneous, as 
tho clock reported itself twice daily to 
tho Uoyal Oliservatiiry, where an v cha -go 
was iminedial(dy discovered. Keferenco 
was made to tho fact that only onco had 
the hands been Hto|ipod throuf^h a heavy 
fall of snow, and tho lecturer also ex- 
plained the various difflnaltiea with 
which he had to contend in bringing the 
enormous clock to its present perfect 
state.
